quite active and appeared daily on the 
city streets. 
Friday evening about 7 


o'clock he was going up stairs to re- 
tire and fell on the steps. 
Mrs. Hull 


and her sister were in the house at 
the time and Dr. Barker was called. 
Mr. Hull had fallen down the stairs, 
about 23 in number, and was uncon- 
scious when the family- got to him. He- 
was rushed to the City Hospital in the 
Bradley ambulance, but nothing could 
be done for him and 
ho died at 10 


o'clock without regaining 
conscious- 


ness. 
Death was due to concussion of 


the brain. 
It is thought that Mr. Hull slipped 


or stumbled at the turn in the stairs, 
causing him to fall backwards. 


Kli Hull was born Decomlier 1G. 182S. 


in Hoi^vell township. Licking county, 
and was the son of Samuel Benton and 
Klizabeth Sain Hull, who were natives 
of Virginia and Baltimore, Maryland.

ued to make it his home until within 
three years of his death when ho be- 
came a resident of Columbus, where he 
died in 1S80 at the age of Si years. 


Kli Hull was reared at home amid 


frontier 
surroundings. 
pursuing his 


education in a log schoolhouse, the typ- 
ical building of the time. 
He studied 


his lessons while seated on slab bench- 
es in a little room in which light was 
admitted through grased paper win- 
dows. 
At fifteen years of age he was 


proficient enough 
to teach a country 


school and followed the profession for 
four months at $15 a month. 


The following winter he 
went 
to 


Delaware where he attended Ohio Wes- 
leyan for six months. 
The following 


winter he received $1G a month for a 
four months' term of teaching and agato 
lie entered Ohio AVesleyan. Ho contin- 
ued to teach during the greater part 
of eight years and then turned his 
attention to farming and to the manu- 
facture of stone ware. In 1853 he came 
to Newark and engaged in the real es- 
tate business with which he. had been 
prominently identified for the past GO 
years. A tract of 52 acres was plaited 
and laid out in West Main street by 
him in 18J»0. He had also extended his 
efforts to other fields of industry and 
in 1856 he dvelopcd the industry of 
extracting oil from cannel coal mined 
by him on his property on Flint Itidge. 
He was about to make a. fortune, at 
this industry when the 
Pennsylvania 


oil fields were discovered. In 18S7 he 
began mining bituminous coal at Shaw- 
nee and was said to be the first man to 
develope his mine, take out coal and 
haul it from the mines by the aid of 
electricity. 
He erected the Hull building, one of 


the finest businss blocks in tho city, 
as a monument to himself. It is now 
occupied by the Meyer-Lindorf 
com- 


pany. 
Mr. Hull built 
the first con- 
crete dwelling houses in the city. The 
row is located in Linden avenue and 
.the houses are 
built 
entirely of con- 


crete. 
. Mr. 'Hull was not a. member of any 
secret organization but a member of 
the Methodist church. 
Mr. Hull was married to Miss Je

IS CALLED HOME 


Sir Auckland Geddes Leaves 


For London to Confer 
With British Cabinet Of- 
ficials. 


Washington, Jan. 15.-—Sir Auckland 


Geddes, the British ambassador has been 
summoned home for a conference with 
Premier Lloyd George and Earl Curzon, 
British secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, it w-as announced today at the 
British embassy. He sailed from New 
York, today for London and ho expects 
to return in February. The subject of 
the conference was not announced. 


The embassy's announcement was as 


follows: 
"Sir Auckland Geddes, the British 
ambassador sailed for Kngland today 
from New York. He has been summon- 
ed to London to confer with the prime 
minister and the secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. 
According to present 


intentions he will return to Washington 
in February." 
During the absence of Sir Auckland, 
R. Leslie Craigie, first secretary of the 
embassy will act as ambassador. 


The departure of Sir Auckland will

same aa other producer* and factories 
must do. 
Where one man will .lose 


money at. the market price another 
man will make a very satisfactory 
profit. 
This is something that the 


fimnerii must standardize. 


Thero i» another grwit reason why 


farmers will also keep books and that 
is that the government will insist that 
cost accounts of income and expense 
must be kept. 


There is a standardized book now 


available at the Agricultural College ot 
South Dakota for this purpose, whicli 
can be had at cost. The other univer- 
pitiea are alsp furnishing. books at a 
very nominal price. 


All speculation is not done on the 


exchanges. If the farmer is holding liif 
grain for a higher price he is upecu 
latiiiR because tlie price may go lower 
Organized speculation would seem to be 
of fjroat benefit to the farmer, who car 
toll tlie tiand of prica for rnonthB t< 
come, because the rules protect all par 
ticM to tbe transaction.
